scrap that wound up in a victory 
for Rep. Kistler, republican, Elk- 
hart, author of the measure by a 
vote 46 to 28. The house voted to 
pass the bill to second reading.

"Conditions in Indiana are 


more favorable to economical 
building construction right now 
than they have been at any time 
since 1917," President George 
Caleb Wright of the Indiana So- 
ciety of Architects stated today 
in a special interview while in 
this city. 


"There are several reasons why 


these favorable conditions pre- 
vail at the present time. One of 
the most convincing of these 
reasons is the lower cost of 
•building materials. This lower 
price level includes practically 
everything that goes into the 
makeup of the modern structure 
—lumber, brick, structural steel, 
tile, cement, mill work, hard- 
ware, glass, nails and- those 
many 
composition 
products 


which are now frequently sub- 
stituted for-basic materials," Mr. 
Wright added. He continued. 


"The degree to which building 


costs throughout the country 
have been reduced is placed oir 
an approximately identical level 
by the statistical experts of the 
U. S. Department of Labor, the 
S. W. Strauss Company, the F. 
W. Dodge Corporation, 'The Ar- 
chitectural Record' and other 
sources. 


"Itf the "forepart of Januarjr 


the normal times dollar's worth 
of building materials could be 
purchased for 85 cents. This 
some dollar's worth of materials 
would have cost $1.50 .back in 
1919, which year saw the peak of 
building prices. Compared to one 
year ago the saving in building 
costs averages between 13 to 15 
per cent, architectural statis- 
cians state." 


Asked if the Indiana building 


public is being given the benefit 
of large savings, the architects 
state president declared empha- 
tically, "Yes." "Actual bids re- 
cently received by leading Indi- 
ana architectural firms on pend- 
ing building programs prove 
that fact," he said.

MUSSOLINI "REGUSXED" 


Major General Butler, stationed over at Quan- 


tico barracks in Virginia, spoke before a club 
meeting the other day, and according to press 
association reports, quoted him as saying that a 
friend of his had told him that Mussolini's auto- 
mobile had ran over a child and that the Italian 
•premier did not stop and make inquiry as to the 
extent of injury. 


We do not know what prefaced this statement 


or why such a remark was made. To an ordinary 
individual, a remark of this kind would pass un- 
noticed. 
However, when you are in the army, 


such statements may cause a lot of trouble. 


Major Butler, Secretary of State Stimson and 


other high-officials soon received protests from 
the Italian government, demanding an apology. 
Such an apology was made and sent to Mussolini, 
according to the press reports. Major Butler, as 
a punishment, was arrested and faces court mar- 
tial. 


That is the way the government functions. We 


do not criticize the government in the least, but 
it does appear as if much to-do about nothing 
has been stirred up. 


Italians are rather excitable persons and we. 


can just imagine now how Mussolini must have 
spluttered and swung his arms in the air. We 
nave seen him in pictures, heard him on the 
screen and all that. He is not an American, and, 
Americans can't understand such actions. 
In 


fact we have heard Americans exclaim in seeing 
him on the screen that he gives them a pain in 
the neck. That is probably the same attitude 
that Major Butler had when he made his address. 


GERMLESS SPOT FOUND 


At least one spot in this germ-ridden earth has 


found to be completely free of bacteria of any' 
description. It is the Russian island of Novaya 
Zemlya, lying in: the Arctic ocean, northeast of 
the northernmost point of the Scandinavian 
peninsula. Farther north than the most norther- 
ly point of Alaska, it still is hatitable; in fact it is 
five degrees south of the Norwegian island of 
Spitsbergen which boasts an outpost of civiliza- 
tion. 


"Air, water, dust and earth are entirely free 


from germs," says T. Swann Harding widely 
known wirter on medical science. "Fresh meat 
may be left out of doors for eight months, com- 
pletely exposed, to the elements. At the end of 
that time it will be as fresh as when originally 
placed there." 


Bitter cold and peculiar atmospheric -conditions 


are responsible for the germless island, and 
Harding suggests that the islands—and others 
like.it, if they can be found—may serve as the 
agency to finally rid the world of. tuberculosis. 
Polar sanitoriums established there would need 
only to keep their patients comfortable against 
the bitter cold,, he points out, while the climate 
affected its own cure. 


But despite its germlessness. the authority 


points out, Novaya Zemlya cannot be called the 
healthiest spot in the. world without, raising a 
question. 


Through centuries of life among germs, man 


has developed a degree of immunity, he. shows, 
and residence in a germless. region for a pro- 
tracted period would lessen this .immunity so that 
on return to normal climatic conditions the sub- 
ject would be an easy victim for disease. 


There is no favoritism in the 


.kingdom of God. The gate is open 
to all the world.
